II  River  I  rofit  by  Experience  of  Others?^ 


A  few  years  ago  General  Electric 
built  an  electron  tube  works  in  Annis¬ 
ton,  Alabama,  in  a  recent  statement 
GE  listed  some  of  the  reasons  why  it 
chose  to  locate  in  Anniston,  and  why 
it  is  staying  there.  Fall  Riverites  would 
do  well  to  consider  the  reasons  given 
and  ask  themselves  how  their  city 
would  rate  by  the  same  standards.

business  section  . . .  and  found  friendly!

Howl 
would  Fall  River  rate  in  this  area  of| 
community  life? 

9.  “We  found  the  bankers  friend¬ 
ly  and  aggressive.”

Asking  ourselves  questions  like  I 
these,  do  we  find  there's  room  for  im-.

The  possibility  o(  establishing 
rlesperately  needed  youth  center  I 
in  Fall  River  through  the  United 
Fund  was  discussed  last  night  by  I 
Herve  Robert .  ' 

Robert  is  the  fund's  managing 
director.  He  addressed  a  public 
meeting  of  the  Economic  Affairs  | 
Committee  of  the  Community 
Education  Council  on  the  private  I 
service  aspects  of  the  subject, 
"Tlie  Economics  of  Social  Serv-  | 
ice." 

"There's  not  even  an  ice  cream 
parlor  in  this  city  where  young 
people  can  spend  an  hour."  the  | 
group  was  told. 

"If  we  don't  provide  recreation  I 
facilities  for  your  young  people." 
Robert  noted,  "they  will  provide 
it  for  themselves,  and  it  won't  | 
always  be  of  the  best." 

Facilities  Limited 
The  facilities  that  do  exist,  he  I 
said,  like  the  YMCA  and  the  Boys 
Oubt  have ,  l.imited  facilities  for 
mixed  groups  and  the  problem  I 
of  establishing  other  private  fa-  I 
cilities  is  complicated  by  the  nec-  | 
essary  expenses. 

Private  halls  here,  which  have  I 
been  approached,  either  have  a  I 
prejudice  against  allowing  their  I 
facilities  to  be  used  by  teen  I 
agers,  or  refuse  to  close  down  I 
the  bars  with  which  most  arc  I 
provided  for  even  a  single  day  I 
or  evening. 

The  United  Fund.  Robert  cx-  I 
plained,  is  a  fund  raising  organi¬ 
zation’ and  is  not  in  a  position  to 
originate  a  program  for  the 
establishment  of  a  youth  center.  I 
However,  he  said,  it  is  in  a  po-  I 
sition  to  accept  participation  in 
j|  its  fund  campaigns  and  distri¬ 
bution  fr<)m  an  established, 
sponsible  organization  directed  [ 
toward  the  establishment  of  pri-  I 
vately  funded  recreational  fa-  II 
j  ctlities  for  youth.  I 

Preventative  Function 
The  function  of  private  service 
I  agencies,  which  include  the  19 
agencies  participating  in  the 
United  Fund  as  well  as  the  six 
national  organizations  which  stay 
out,  is  essentially  prevenative. 

I  he  said. 

They  are  directed  toward  fore- 
1  stalling  problems  that  may  be- 
[  come  a  burden  to  the  public 
j  agencies  and  tax-supported  serv¬ 
ices  like  welfare  and  police  pro¬ 
tection. 

The  private  agencies,  he  noted, 
are  responsible  for  less  than  10 
per  cent  of  the  money  spent  In 
the  United  States  on  social  serv- 
|  ices. 

But  through  organizations  like 
I  the  Scouts  and  the  Mental  Health 
and  Family  Service  agencies,  he 
said,  they  save  communities 
many  times  their  cost  in  police, 

|  welfare  and  hospital  costs. 

Good  Business 

For  this  reason,  as  well  as  for 
I  tax  purposes,  he  noted,  it  is  good 
business  to  support  private  serv- 
|  ice  agencies. 

Where  it  costs  $300  a  year  or 
I  more  to  keep  a  boy  in  a  state 
supported  corrective  school,  he 
|  said,  the  same  money  could  pro¬ 
vide  club  memberships  for  IIS 
I  boys  and  treatments  for  10  to  12 
disturbed  children  in  a  mental 
|  health  clinic. 

-Robert  described  the  ma- 
I  clunery  within  the  United  Fund 
I  which  insures  protection  for  the 
|  public  and  the  member  agencies 
I  where  fund  disbursements  are 
|  concerned. 

Of  the  5750,000  collected  in 
S  this  city  last  year  by  private 
agencies,  he  noted.  5343,000  went 
I  into  the  United  Fund. 

Control  of  Fitnds 
Control  of  this  money  is  in  the 
J  hands  of  a  Citizens'  Budget  Com- 
f  mittee,  a  representative  group 
I  which  considers  the  needs,  pro- 
]  grams  and  requests  for  funds  of 
I  member  agencies  and  distributes 
die  funds  accordingly. 

Of  the  rest  of  tlie  money, 

I  5210.000  went  to  the  Jewish  ap¬ 
peals,  5126.000  to  Catholic  Chari- 
I  ties  and  575,000  to  national  health 
I  organizations. 

Pointing  to  the  increased  costs 
I  of  goods  and  services,  increased 
income  and  the  changing  char¬ 
acter  of  the  population.  Robert 
j  noted  that  the  social  service  pro- 
I  grams  are  in  need  of  constant 
f  revision.

Route  Line  Unchanged 
Save  for  Cloverleafs 


The  proposed  central  highway 
line  to  be  presented  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  at 
next  Wednesday  afternoon’s  pub¬ 
lic  hearing  in  City  Hall  is  the 
same  one  that  has  been  publi¬ 
cized  for  months  except  for  some 
modification  of  interchanges. 

It  provides  for  a  new  bridge 
crossing  in  the  State  Pier  area 
and  follows  the  general  Queque- 
chan  River  Valley  defile. 

Interchanges 

Major  interchanges  are  pro¬ 
vided  at  .the  foot  of  Central 
Street,  Plymouth  Avenue  and  tiie 
Narrows. 

Secondary  interchanges  are 
listed  for  the  area  slightly  east 
of  Fourth  Street  and  at  Queque- 
chan  Street. 

Property  to  be  taken  for  con¬ 
struction  of  the  highway  has  not 
been  pinpointed  yet  by  the  DPW, 
but  it  is  generally  known  that 
buildings  on  the  south  side  of 
Central  Street,  the  Granite  Block, 
City  Hall  and  City  Hall  Annex 
and  buildings  on  the  north  side  of 
Pleasant  Street,  between  Main 
and  Fourth  Streets,  will  be 
razed. 

The  only  area  where  dwellings 
will  be  taken  is  on  McGowan 
Street,  where  about  30  homes  are 
in  the  path  of  the  proposed  ex¬ 
pressway. 

At  this  late  stage,  with  obvious 
general  agreement  on  the  Fed¬ 
eral  and  State  level  on  the  cen¬ 
tral  highway  concept,  it  seems 
highly  unlikely  that  the  line  will 
be  altered  in  any  radical  degree. 

The  Federal  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  has  a  major  voice  in  the 
location  of  the  expressway, 
paying  for  90  per  cent  of  the 
cost.  95-E  is  on  the  new  inter¬ 
state  highway  system.  Roads  in 
this  system  are  vital  not  only  to 
highway  transportation  but  also 
to  the  national  defense. 

The  DPW  concedes  that  some 
mill  buildings  will  be  either 
partially  affected  or  razed.  An¬ 
ticipating  this,  the  Mayor  has  al¬ 
ready  appointed  an  industry  and 
business  relocation  committee. 
He  is  confident  that  space  can  be 
found  for  industries  and  business 
that  have  to  move. 

Proponents  of  the  central  high¬ 
way,  including  the  Mayor,  will 
stress  at  the  hearing  that  valua¬ 
tion  losses  will  be  temporary  and 
that  Fall  River  cannot  pass  up 
an  opportunity  to  develop  a  20th 
Century  look,  to  transform  the 
city  to  a  degree  beyond  anything 
"dreamed  possible  only  a  few 
years  ago. 

Expressways  can  rejuvenate 
the  older  cities  by  providing  di¬ 
rect  access  to  the  center,  bring¬ 
ing  the  downtown  area  into  fast 
and  easy  contact  with  the 
suburbs. 

New  City  Hall 

On  the  city  hall  issue, v  the 
Mayor  is  confident  that  he  can 


location  no  longer  permits  it  to 
serve  a  population  migrating  to 
the  suburbs. 

The  Mayor  feels  this  is  indica¬ 
tive  of  the  break  the  city  may 
get  when  it  loses  City  Hall  and 
the  City  Hall  Annex. 

The  role  of  the  interstate  sys¬ 
tem  in  national  defense,  both 
militarily  and  from  a  civilian 
use  standpoint,  has  been  volum¬ 
inously  documented  and  was  rec¬ 
ognized  by  Congress  in  the  word¬ 
ing  of  the  Federal  Highway  Act 
of  1956,  including  the  addition 
of  the  word  defense  to  the  offi¬ 
cial  name  of  tiie  new  highway 
system  linking  major  cities. 

To  Endorse  Principle 

The  Maydr  and  Planning 
Board  will  endorse  the  principle 
of  the  central  highway  at  the 
public  hearing.  . 

Atty.  Joseph  A.  Cohen,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Planning  Board,  said 
tiie  agency  may  have  some  res¬ 
ervations,  however,  about  the  in¬ 
terchange  complex. 

Cohen  said  interchanges  are 
the  a)l  important  valves  on  tiie 
highway  system  and  are  bound 
to  become  clogged  unless  they 
blend  effectively  with  the  city's 
existing  street  pattern. 

DPW  officials  expect  opposi 
tion  lo  the  central  ‘line  but, are 
confident  they  can  meet  it  with 
conclusions  based  on  what  they 
consider  sound  engineering 
studies  of  the  city's  traffic  prob¬ 
lems. 

Valuation  Losses 

Some  downtown  merchants  are 
apprehensive  about  valuation 
losses,  dislocation  and  disruption 
in  the  construction  phase  and 
tiie  cost  of  a  new  city  hall.  The 
merchants  feel  downtown  -busi¬ 
nesses  now  bear  the  brunt  of 
the  tax  load  and  that  this  bur¬ 
den  will  be  substantially  boosted. 

Utility  companies  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  file  objections  to  die 
central  line  because  of  what'  it 
will  cost  them  to  relocate  power 
and  gas  lilies. 

The  city  will  be  reimbursed 
for  relocation  of  water  and 
sewer  lines  in  the  path  of  the 
new  highway* 

There  is  some  concern  too 
about  how  the  new  expressway 
will  disrupt  industry.  How  many 
industrial  structures  will  be  torn 
down? 

The  Mayor  views  the  central 
highway  and  urban  renewal  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Pearl  Street  area  as 
two  major  and  long  overdue  face 
lifting  projects. 

He  said  the  best  part  of  the 
whole  thing  is  that  the  program 
is  being  financed  with  propor¬ 
tionately  little  cost  to  the  city.

The  DPW  feels  valurtile  time 
has  klready  been  lost  by  two 
postponements  of  the  Fall' River 
hearin; 

The  DPW  feels  that  95-E  has 
received  more  advance  publicity 
than  any  other  proposed  new 
route  has  ever  received  and 
that  most  Fall  River  people  are 
generally  familar  with  the  line 
being  recommended.  The  Wed¬ 
nesday  hearing  will  deal  essen¬ 
tially  with  the  refinements  of  the 
proposed  line.

Summerfield  said  last,  night  the 
initial  printing  would  be  120  mil-1 
lion.  He  said  the  design,  colors 
and  specific  date  of  the  first  day 
sale  would  be  announced  later. 

The  new  headquarters  has  been 
named  "The  Herbert  Hoover 
Building”  in  honor  of  former 
President  Hoover  who  served  as 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the 
Boys’  Clubs  for  24  years. 

SummerEeld  said  the  Boys' 
Clyhs  stress  the  theme:  "Buflcf 
Juvenile  Decency." 

"The  dedicated  laymen  and 
national  organizations  who  have 
assisted  and  supported  the  move¬ 
ment  deserve  the  respect  and 
gratitude  of  the  nation,”  the 
postmaster  sajd. 

He  noted  that  the  non-sectarian 
clubs  are  open  to  all  boys  every 
weekday  afternoon  and  evening, 
providing  them  with  guidance, 
recreation  and  encouragement.

I  program  for  combatting  teen-age 
gang  delinquency. 

Foundation  Grant 

The  Ford  Foundation  recently 
I  granted  the  59-year-old  organiza- 
!  tion  $875,000  to  establish  de¬ 
linquency-prevention  programs  in 
three  deprived  areas  of  the  city 
and  keep  them  going  for  six 
years. 

The  bulk  of  the  money  will  be 
spent  to  hire  on-the-street  work¬ 
ers.  Their  assignment:  Seek  out 
the  "hard-to-reach”  youth  on 
street  comers  or  in  gang  hide¬ 
outs  and  direct  their  interests 
and  activities  into  worthwhile 
channels. 

"We're  looking  for  mission¬ 
aries  of  a  sort."  Rudolph  said, 
“dedicated,  self-sacrificing  peo¬ 
ple  willing  to  go  into  the  jungles 
of  our  city  and  work  with  the 
kids  that  somewhere  in  life  did 
not  have  the  human  affection 
every  kid  needs." 

He  said  the  Ford  Foundation 
threw  financial  support  behind 
tlie  Chicago  Boys’  Clubs  on-the- 
street  program  because  the  "full 
benefit  of  the  project  will  be 
made  available  to  boys  clubs 
everywhere  and  to  cities  that 
don’t  have  boys’  clubs." 

Tlie  foundation  promised  a 
companion  grant  of  $350,000  to 
the  University  of  Michigan's  In¬ 
stitute  for  Social  Research  to 
evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Chicago  program  and  decide  how 
well  it  would  work  elsewhere. 

Work  Recognized 

“This  is  no  Johnny-come- 
lately  pi-ogram,"  Rudolph  said. 
“Actually,  it  is  recognition  of 
the  work  the  Chicago  Bovs  CTubs 


have  done  at  grassroots  level  in 
an  unofficial  way  for  more  than 
20  years." 


In  the  depression,  he  recalled, 
a  hovs  club  extension  worker 
went  into  the  Lawndale  section 
of  tlie  city  and  met  with  boys  in 
the  basement  of  a  private  home. 
Later,  in  the  Woodlawn  district, 
workers  went  out  into  the  neigh¬ 
borhoods  and  led  youngsters  into 
the  boys’  club. 

Most  of  all,  Rudolph  said,  the 
Ford  Foundation  grant  is  a  trib¬ 
ute  to  the  work  of  a  former 
Chicago  Boys-  Club  career  man 
Cressy  Larson,  now  head  of  the 
Pontiac,  Mich.,  .hoys  clubs,. 

Won  Confidence 

Four  years  ago  Larson  went 
out  into  a  "changing"  west  side 
neighborhood  where  police  found 
street  gangs  wer?  getting  out  of 
control.  He  met  with  the  boys 
wherever  they  congregated,  con¬ 
vinced  them  he  was  their  friend, 
won  their  confidence. 

I-Ie  carried  on  his  work  in  the 
storerooms  and  basements  of  a 
new  960-unit  housing  project,  or¬ 
ganized  a  drill  team  called  the 
"Guards"  to  compete  with  the 
gangs,  soon  had  500  boys  in  his 
group. 

With  the  help  of  one  or  two 
other  on-the-street  workers,  Lar- 
•  son  organized  the  boys  into  serv¬ 
ice  clubs,  interested  them  singly 
or  by  groups  in  activities  such 
as  shop,  crafts,  sports  and  dra¬ 
matics,  helped  them  find  jobs 
and  adjust  to  school.  Tlie  street 
workers  kept  close  working  rela¬ 
tionships  with  police,  schools  and 
social  agencies. 

Tlie  Henry  Homer  Boyg^Club 
was  built  around  Larson’s  street- 
comer  efforts  three  years  ago. 
Today  it  has  some  2,000  mem¬ 
bers. 

Beginnings 

The  new  Robert  R.  McCormick 
Chicago  Boys  Club  that  opened 
today  grew  from  a  club  that 
had  its  street-comer  beginnings 
in  1946  and  set  up  shop  in  a 
former  bookie  spot  the  following 
year.  The  Robert  R,  McCormick 
Charitable  Trust  contributed 
$550,000  of  its  cost. 

The  building  contains  a  gym¬ 
nasium,  swimming  pool,  auditor¬ 
ium.  game  rooms,  arts  and 
crafts  rooms,  dental  clinic  and 
a  roof  on  which  boys  may  gar¬ 
den,  camp  out  overnight  and  — 
in  the  case  of  older  boys  —  dance, 
under  the  stars  with  their  Satur- 
day  night  dates.

Luke’s  college  days  were  re¬ 
called  by  two  of  his  teammates, 
Jim  Fitzpatrick  and  Frank  Mor¬ 
rissey.

Visibly  moved  by  what  he 
termed  ‘‘a  wonderful  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  confidence  and  faith,”  the 
retiring  Durfee  coach  said  “it  is 
a  time  to  be  happy,  but  there 
is  a  touch  of  sadness  when  you 
know  the  curtain  is  about  to  fall 
on  the  last  act.”

Expressing  his  appreciation  in 
behalf  of  himself  and  family, 
Luke  said  his  wife  and  children 
would  enjoy  “these  wonderful 
tokens  as  much  as  I.”  In  closing, 
he  said  “thanks  again  for  being 
so  wonderful.” 

Monslgnor  Kerr 
Monsignor  Kerr  said  his  pres¬ 
ence  was  inspired  by  a  genuine 
admiration  and  affection  for  a 
tried  and  true  warrior— for  Luke 
Urban  has  proven  his  grit  on  the 
gridiron,  his  stamina  in  the  sanc¬ 
tuary,  and  his  fortitude  in  the 
form  of  public  life. 

"To  me,  the  one  quality,  above 
all  others,  that  has  been  consist¬ 
ent  with  his  character,  is  his 
courage,”  the  speaker  said.

In  his -address  to  the  54th  annual 
convention  of  the  Bovs  Clubs  of  Ameri- 
c a,  former  President  Hoover  pointed 
out  that  the  ideals  and  aspirations 
specified  in  the  Boys  Club  pledge  are, 
in  fact,  admirable  goals  for  the  nation 
as  a1  whole.  The  Boys  Club  pledge  has 
three  statements:  (1)  I  believe  in  God 
and  the  right  to  worship  according  to 
my  own  faith  and  religion.  («2)  I  be¬ 
lieve  in  America  and  the  American 
way  of  life,  in  the  Constitution  and  the 
Bill  of  Rights.  (3)  I  believe  in  fair 
play,  honesty  and  sportsmanship. 

Mr.  Hoover  is  right.  These  three 
statements  comprise  an  admirable 
credo  for  the  citizens  of  a  free  nation. 
They  are,  respectively,  statements 
about  religion,  politics  and  ethics. 
They  are,  all  three,  admirable  in  their 
terseness,  although  it  is  perhaps  true 
that  the  second  might  include  at  least 
a  phrase  or  two,  defining  the  premises 
of  the  American  way  of  life  a  little 
more  specifically.  But  this  is  a  minor 


cavil.  Most  Americans  really  know,  in 
a  rough  way,  what  the  Constitution 
and  the  Bill  of  Rights  are  intended  to  f 
do,  that  is  to  provide  safeguards  for 
individual  dignity  and  opportunity  for  | 
individual  fulfillment. 

If  the  boys  enrolled  in  Boys  Clubs  I 
throughout  the  country,  including  the  | 
one  here  in  Fall  River,  rdally  under¬ 
stand  and  appreciate  the  pledge  they  I 
are  taking  when  they  join  the  Club, 
then,  as  Mr.  Hoover  says,  they  will 
have  pledged  themselves  to  build 
their  own  characters  in  a  wgy  that  is  | 
bound  to  be  reflected  in  terms  of  tjie 
country  as  a  whole. 

'  Nor  is  it  a  reasonable  objection  I 
that  youth  prevents  those  taking  the  I 
pledge  from  understanding  its  impli- 1 
cations.  Young  people  know  very  well  [ 
what  freedom  means  in  terms  of  re- 1 
ligion  and  politics,  just  as  they  know  [ 
what  fair  play  and  honesty  mean.  It 
is  adults  who  have  lost  sight  of  the  | 
significance  of  these  terms.

Judge  Tells  Boys  Club  Leaders 
Acceptance  of  Duty  Essential 
To  Enjoy  Rights,  Privileges 


Judge  William  E.  Powers, 
speaking  last  night  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Boys  Clubs  offici¬ 
als  of  Rhode  Island  and  South¬ 
eastern  Massachusetts  in  the 
Quequechan  Club,  warned  that 
the  willing  acceptance  of  duties 
is  a  necessary  corollary  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  which  k  democratic 
society  enjoys. 

Judge  Powers,  who  has  been 
blind  since  his  boyhood,  is  an 
associate  justice  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Supreme  Court. 

The  right  of  free  speech,  he 
said,  entails  the  obligation  to 
listen  with  attention  to  our  fellow 
citizens;  the  right  of  trial  by 
jury  demands  willing  jurors;  and 
the  "bedrock"  right  within  a 
democracy,  the  right  to  free 
elections,  becomes  but  "a  farce 
and  a  mockery”  if  people  are 
not  interested  enough  to  vote  in 
these  elections. 

Standing  Ovation 

The  justice  was  given  a  stand¬ 
ing  ovation  upon  the  conclusion 
of  his  witty  and  eloquent  talk. 

With  reference  tb  Bovs  Clubs, 
and  their  function  within  democ¬ 
racy,  Judge  Powers  noted  that 
such  a  free  society  is  "a  state  of 
inheritance,”  and  that  we  have 
an  obligation  to  pass  on  this  in 


heritance,  "strengthened  If  pos¬ 
sible,  but  at  least  in  no  wise 
diminished."  To  do  this,  we 
"must  act  in  concert,”  and  this 
is  accomplished  by  membership 
"in  a  worthwhile  organization." 

"If  there  is  any  organization 
more  worthwhile  than  the  Boys 
Qubs  of  America,  f  have  not 
heard  of  it,"  he  said. 

George  Davis,  president  of 
the  Providence  Boyy  Clubs,  pre¬ 
sided  at  the  afFair.  at  which 
about  150  were  present.

While  in  Zanesville,  Canning 
demonstrated  the  great  courage 
and  unusual  ability  that  char¬ 
acterized  his  every  enterprise.

The  game  room  at  the  club  is 
usually  filled  with  youngsters 
who  have  a  wonderful  time  for 
three  hours  at  practically  no 
cost  to  themselves  or  their  par¬ 
ents. 

"It  should  be  pointed  out," 
said  Mullen,  "that  the  club  is 
not  merely  a  place  where  boys 
can  play  basketball  or  develop 
their  bodies,  but  they  also  re¬ 
ceive  guidance  and  counselling 
which  is  sometimes  lacking  in 
their  homes." 

The  woodworking  class  is  held 
each  night  from  Monday  through 
Thursday.  Mullen  reports  that 
many  fine  articles  have  been 
turned  out  by  the  group  in  the 
past  and  he  expects  this  year's 
class  to  be  no  exception. 

The  art  class  is  held  on  Tues¬ 
day  and  Thursday  nights  and 
boys  are  taught  simple  arts  and 
I  crafts  projects.  On  the  same 
I  nights  the  typing  classes  are 
held  for  boys  who  have  reached 
the  seventh  grade.  Attendance 
at  the  latter  class  undoubtedly 
helps  the  boys  in  their  future 
high  school  and  college  days. 


Even  during  the  summer 

months  the  swimming  classes  do 
not  come  to  a  halt.  For  all  the 
boys  who  wish  to  attend  the 
Boys  Club  camp,  the  swimming 
classes  are  continued. 

"We  like  to  teach  each  and 
evqry  boy  in  the  club  and  camp 
to  swim,"  said  Mullen,  "because, 
in  addition  to  providing  him  with 
a  good  outlet  for  his  energy,  it 
can  save  his  life  or  the  life  of 
a  friend." 

The  camp,  located  in  Assonet, 
and  open  for  seven  weeks  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  where  boys  may 
attend  for  $12.00  weekly,  has  re¬ 
cently  been  entirely  renovated. 
It  now  has  a  new  dining  hall  and 
facilities  for  120  boys,  who  do 
not  have  to  be  members  to  at¬ 
tend. 

The  junior  division  of  the  club 
now  numbers  about  1.240  mem¬ 
bers  and  tlie  senior  division,  lo¬ 
cated  on  Pocasset  Street,  has 
about.  700  members.  The  senior 
division  is  the  only  such  club  in 
the  country.  Here,  men  have 
shower  facilities,  athletic  equip¬ 
ment.  and  a  television  and  read¬ 
ing  room. 

The  junior  division  is  available 
to  all  boys  between  the  ages  of 
7  and  15  years  of  age  at  a  not 
too  exorbitant  dues  of  $1  per 
year.  "This  is  to  enable  all  boys, 
regardless  of  family  income  to 
participate  in  our  program,"  said 
Mullen.

It  was  through  this  bank  uni- 
I  fication  that  Mr.  Brayton  was 
able  successfully  to  complete  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  Homer  Loring  to 
bring  about  the  consolidation  of 
a  number  of  Fall  River  textile 
mills  into  a  corporation  known 
as  the  United  Merchants  Mfg. 
Co.  so  that  they  could  continue 
I  operations. 

Also  during  the  depression,  he 
initiated  a  system  of  script  which 
was  a  resei-ve  emergency  meas¬ 
ure  to  supplement  currency  dur¬ 
ing  the  "bank  holiday."  It  was 
never  necessary,  however,  to  put 
1  the  system,  into  effect  here.
